THE LIABILITIES OF TRADE 
"UNIONISTS, « 


: (Speolator.) | 

An action ‘was tried at the last Leads assizes 
which cannot fail to bave a. most important 
bearing on tho fatare of Trade Unions. A mon 
named Purchon, who had been employed ina 
Nuss-bottle manufactory ut Murbro, and. bo- 
longed tothe Union of Glass-bottlemakers of 
Yorkshire, brought an aetion againab three 
other members of the society for conspiring fo, 
deprive him of his situation. Acoording tu the 
plaintiff's’ etory, certain chargea were made 
ayainst him which were totally unfounded ; but 
tho. defendants, professing to believe these 
charges, firat procured his expilsion from ‘the 
ucion of which they all ‘wera. members, and 
then threatenrd his employers with a: strike 
unless bo was dismivecd from’ their .eorviog. 
The jury seem to have sdcepted thia account of 
the transaction, for they found a verdict for the 
Tuintiff with 800 damages, ond Mr. Justice 
‘Hannen, who-summed up the case with great 
‘power, laid it down as: clear law that un action 
would lie: for euch un \imterferenoe ‘with the 
rights of Inboar. Yet, wo think, when all the 
circumstances of the oxse ura considered, it will 
‘de seen that a somewhat dangerous precedent 
hes been ostubliabed, and that the-deoision is at 
variance with tho principles. of recout legista- 
tion. Tho offect of the. two Acts. passed thie 
year with regard to ‘Trade Unione w certainly 
1o give some legal recoguitiyn iv those ‘bodies, 
ao long as they abstain fru violence, An un- 
duo’ interference with the rights:of others, 
shown by throats or intimidativn of it specified 
character,’ ia still punishable; but the vagae 
language of the old Act, “which maj nificd 
even expreased intention into « threat, bas 
been. superseded. The result of this obange

presdmption, it ignited spontaneously at Stow-, 
marketand epresd havecall around. Obviously, 
therefore, it ia-of tho bigbest importance ty 
ascertain whether ‘the “stability” ascribed to 
the new compound is really one of its attributes. 
If we continua to store and employ Gun-cotton 
under the ia:pression. that the material is not 
liable to accidents while, in puint'of fuct, ié may 
beeven tore trencherona than gunpowder ite 
self, u repetition of the tragedy at Stowmarket 
may be any day anticipated. It cannot, indeed,
